Lobbyists looking for 
ways around stimulus 
bill’s ban on earmarks 

Associated Press 

WASHINGTON President Obama’s ban on ear- 
marks in the $825 billion economic stimulus 
bill doesn’t mean interest groups, lobbyists 
and lawmakers won’t be able to funnel money 
to pet projects. 

They’re just working around it— and 
perhaps inadvertently making the process 
more secretive. 

The projects run the gamut: a Metrolink 
station that needs building in Placentia, 
Calif.; a stretch of beach in Sandy Hook, N.J., 
that could really use some more sand; a water 
park in Miami. 

There are thousands of projects like those 
that once would have gotten money upfront 
but now are left to scramble for dollars at the 
back end of the process as “ready to go” jobs 
eligible for the stimulus plan. 

The result, as The Associated Press 
learned in interviews with more than a 
dozen lawmakers, lobbyists and state and 
local officials, is a shadowy lobbying effort 
that may make it difficult to discern how 
hundreds of billions in federal money will be 
parceled out. 

“ ‘No earmarks’ isn’t a game-ender,” said 
Peter Buffa, former mayor of Costa Mesa, 
Calif “It just means there’s a different way 
of going about making sure the funding is 
there.” 

It won’t be in legislative language that 
overtly sets aside money for them. That’s 
the infamous practice known as earmarking. 


which Obama and Democratic congressional 
leaders have agreed to nix for the massive 
stimulus package, expected to come up for a 
House vote this week. 

Instead, the money will be doled out 
according to arcane formulas spelled out 
in the bill and in some cases based on the 
decisions of Obama administration officials, 
governors and state and local agencies that 
will choose the projects. 

Lobbyists are hard at work figuring out 
ways to grab a share of the money for their 
clients, but the new rules mean they’re doing 
so indirectly— and sometimes in ways that

are impossible to track. 

Obama, who campaigned promising a more 
transparent and accountable government, is 
advocating a system that will eventually let the 
public track exactly where stimulus money 
goes through an Internet-powered search 
engine. In addition. Democratic lawmakers 


have devised an elaborate oversight system, 
including a new board to review how the 
money is spent. 

But none of that will happen until after 
the bill becomes law. Even critics of the 
earmarks system acknowledge that specifying 
projects upfront offers some measure of 
transparency 

“We hate earmarks, but at least it’s away of 
tracking where influence is had,” said Keith 
Ashdown of the watchdog group Taxpayers 
for Common Sense. “There is a challenge 
now that projects will be added behind closed 
doors without a paper trail.” 


Economic fears send students scrambling for aid

Finding financial aid for college this year 
promises to be tougher than any final exam. 

The quest for money that begins for 
students and parents every January has taken 
on new urgency in 2009 amid fears that loans 
and grants will be scarcer than in the past due 
to the recession. 

“The financing system for college is in 
real crisis,” said Barmak Nassirian, associate 
executive director of the American Association 
of College Registrars and Admissions Officers. 


TIPS FOR AID 

» Apply ASAP. The sooner the better, 
especially this year. 

»Call the schools’ aid offices to discuss 
available options. 

» Look for scholarships online: check Fast 
Web, scholarships.com and the College 
Board’s Web site. 

“Every one of the participants in the system 
is experiencing hardship— higher education 
institutions, states, aid donors and families all 


are cash-strapped.” 

Federal student loans remain readily 
available. But the prospect that grants and 
scholarships may be cut at many schools, 
combined with the shrinking availability of 
private loans, has fueled widespread angst 
at a time when more people than ever are 
seeking help. Applications for federal aid for 
the current academic year already are running 
10 percent above last year’s record pace, 
according to the Department of Education. 

Private student loans are especially hard 


hit. Last year, 60 private lenders provided 
$19 billion to students. Now, 39 of those 
have stopped lending to students and the 
remaining firms have made it harder to 
borrow, according to finaid.org, a Web site 
that tracks the industry 
Among the encouraging developments for 
parents and students: No school is known 
to have withdrawn pledged financial aid this 
academic year despite financial setbacks 
that have prompted them to make cuts 
elsewhere.

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Dating world 
a challenge for 
single parents

Jose A, Rodriguez beams when he talks about 
his I o -year-old son, Michael, whom he calls 
his “little wonder,” 

A proud single parent, he carries pictures of 
Michael in his wdlet. After splitting with his 
softs mother about six years ago, Rodriguez, 
33, has joint custody 

His son is his first priority, and Rodriguez 
says it can get “a little tough” when it comes 
to dating, 

“If I start something with anyone, I tell 
them from the beginning I have a child,” said 
Rodriguez, a school security guard who lives 
in West Lawn, “He’s going to come first,” 

The number of single parents such as 
Rodriguez has grown nationally over the 
years. In 2006, the U,S, Census Bureau 
reported 12,9 million single parents were liv- 
ing with their children under 18 years in age, 
up from 11,7 million in 2000 and 9,7 million 
in 1990, 

This month, the spotlight is shining bright 
on single parenthood in a new season of 
ABC’s “The Bachelor,” which for the first 
time features a single dad— Jason Mesnick, 
who is divorced and has a 3-year-old son. 
Some of the women vying for a rose and his 
love are single moms. 

While most won’t wind up on reality TV 
shows, a growing number of single parents 
looking for love are subscribing to online 
dating sites that specifically cater to them. 
Membership grew 20 percent last year at 
singleparentsmingle.com and threefold in 


three years at singleparentmeet.com, where 
users don’t have to pay to browse profiles. 
Although users aren’t required to have chil- 
dren to access the dating sites, the majority 
of the members are single parents. 

Dating can be hard enough, but the stakes 
are higher for single parents. Like Rodriguez, 
many must put the needs of their children 
first and juggle busy schedules, 

Rachel Sarah, who chronicles her dating 
adventures in the book “Single Mom Seeking: 
Playdates, Blind Dates and Other Dispatches 
From the Dating World,” said dating now is 
far more difficult that she has her daughter, 
“The part that’s really challenging is finding 
the time to date,” said Sarah, 36, who lives in 
San Francisco with her 8 -year-old daughter, 
‘And financially, especially right now, it can be

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Blago-ing on TV 


Governor’s impeachment trial 
starts today— but he’s headed 
to ‘The View,’ not the Senate

If there’s such a thing as a “normal” impeachment trial, the 
one that starts Monday in Illinois doesn’t qualify 

The defendant, Goy. Blagojevich, won’t participate. He’ll 
be talking to Whoopi Goldberg and Larry King instead of 
facing the state Senate. 

The Democratic governor acknowledges his conviction is 
certain, yet he refuses to resign. 

And he complains that the trial rules are unfair, but he and 
his lawyers didn’t try to influence the rules as they were being 
written or overturn them afterward. 

After weeks of near-silence, Blagojevich has begun an ener- 
getic public relations campaign, comparing himself to the 
hero of a Frank Capra movie and a cowboy being lynched for 
a crime he didn’t commit. He said that when he was arrested 
on federal corruption charges, he took solace from other 
leaders who have been jailed. 

“I thought about Mandela, Dr. King, Gandhi” and that 
helped him gain perspective, he said in an interview that 
aired Sunday on “Today” 

The full interview will air Monday, the same day the 
impeachment trial starts and Blagojevich is scheduled to 
appear on “Good Morning, America,” “The View” and “Larry 
King Live.” 

Legal experts see little benefit to Blagojevich from boycot- 
ting the trial while refusing to resign. The decision means 
he’ll still be leaving office soon, but only after proceedings 
guaranteed to put him in a bad light. 

Senators, and thus the public, will hear details of the charg- 
es against Blagojevich. They’re likely to hear recordings that 
allegedly reveal the governor talking about signing legislation 
in exchange for campaign contributions. And in addition to 
simply removing Blagojevich, the Senate could vote to bar 
him from ever again holding public office in Illinois. 

“This man mystifies me,” said Ann Lousin, a professor at 
Chicago’s John Marshall Law School. 

Resignation might even help Blagojevich with jurors in 
any future criminal trial, said one expert. 

“If I were his lawyer, I would say, ‘Why don’t you make 
yourself a little less offensive to people? Why not make your- 
self a little more sympathetic?’ ” said Leonard Cavise, a law 
professor at DePaul University 

Tet Blagojevich says that’s not an option. “I’m not going to 
resign,” he said. “I’ve done absolutely nothing wrong.” 

Whatever the Senate decides, the criminal case against 
Blagojevich, 52, won’t be affected. 

With Blagojevich refusing to mount a defense, the 
impeachment trial could wrap up within days, ending a 
bizarre political and legal spectacle that began Dec. 9.

Chicago police plan to question a man who was 
the subject of a protection order granted in 2007 
to the mother of ex-Bulls player Eddy Curry’s 
3-year-old son, but would not describe him 
Sunday as a suspect in the Saturday shooting 
death of the woman and her infant daughter. 

Nova Henry, 24, and her 9 -month old daugh- 
ter, Ava, were found shot to death in the 0-99 
block of West 15th Street, police said. 

The man, who once had a romantic relation- 
ship with Henry and served as a lawyer for her, 
was taken into custody Sunday in Michigan City, 
Ind., a source close to the investigation said. 
Police are searching for the weapon used in the 
slayings, the source added. 

Chicago Police Department spokeswoman 
Monique Bond said that “no suspects have been 
named, and detectives continue to talk to a num- 
ber of people.” She said she could neither con- 
firm nor deny the arrest in Michigan City 

On Saturday, officers found Henry’s 3-year- 
old son — Curry’s, according to a source close to 
the basketball player— in the Burnham Station 
apartment unharmed. 

A source close to Curry, a married father of 
four, said the basketball player maintains that 
he is not the father of Ava Henry, although he 
acknowledges and is close to the 3 -year-old. 

Court records show that Nova Henry filed 
petitions against Curry to establish parentage in 
November 2005 and September 2008. 

She also asked for an order of protection 
against the Chicago man police are questioning. 
That order was granted on April 6, 2007, and dis- 
missed on April 17, 2007. 

The Tribune is not identifying the man because 
he has not been named by police as a suspect in 
the murder.

Traffic-enforcement cameras are catching hun- 
dreds of buses running red lights in Chicago 
and the suburbs, and taxpayers are paying most 
of the tickets. 

CTA buses were photo- 
graphed blowing through red 
traffic signals almost 1,200 
times last year, while the driv- 
ers of Pace buses, paratransit 
vehicles and van pools racked 
up more than 100 red-light- 
running citations in 2008, 
according to the agencies. 

Under a new CTA policy, 
the agency is paying the 
$100 fine for each red-light violation instead 
of requiring bus drivers who broke the law to 
hand over the cash. 

The change was made in part because of

MONTREAL The NHL All-Star Game was set- 
tled in the newest of ways in hocke/s oldest city 
Alex Ovechkin sealed the Eastern Conference’s 
I2-II victory Sunday night with a goal in the 
third round of the shootout. It capped off the 
busiest of nights for the NHEs reigning MVP, 
who also had a goal and two assists. 

The biggest cheer of the night went to home- 
town hero Alex Kovalev, the Canadiens star who 
earned MVP honors with a pair of breakaway 
goals and then another in the shootout against 
Vancouver goalie Roberto Luongo. 

For the first time since shootouts were imple- 
mented by the NHL to eliminate ties after the 
2004-05 lockout, an All-Star Game was decid- 
ed by penalty shots. It also was used in 2003 to 
settle the West’s 6-5 win over the East. 

It was all set up by a wild third period and 
overtime. The teams were tied 8-8 after 40 
minutes, and the East grabbed two leads in the 
final regulation frame, but couldn’t get the win- 
ner past Luongo, who is from Montreal. 

The onlypower play went to the West, and it 
took until overtime to get it. Canadiens defen- 
seman Mike Komisarek went off for hooking 
2:22 into the extra session, and— with the home 
fans chanting “Defense! Defense!”— Boston 
goalie Tim Thomas held off the West and 
earned his second straight one-goal, All-Star 
win. 

The West led i-o just 1:16 into the game, but 
didn’t get back on top until Shane Doan made 
it 9-8 just 32 seconds into the third period.

He also was doing a little scouting in 
hopes that the NHL awards the event to 
Chicago. “We officially submitted a letter 
of interest to the NHL a while ago to 
host an All-Star Game,” McDonough said 
Sunday “I believe the timing is right.” 


The Hawks last hosted an All-Star 
Game in 1991 at Chicago Stadium, and 
McDonough has his sights set on a return 
in the next fewyears. No All-Star Game will 
be played next season because of the Winter 
Olympics in Vancouver, and Phoenix is 
expected to be awarded the 2011 event.

Glencoe native Russell Baylin felt so passionate about 
making films in college, he moved to L.A. to pursue 
it as a career. 

Little did he know that he was keeping his true 
passion private. 

“I always used to sing in the car,” Baylin said. “I 
never really thought of music as a pursuit until I felt 
unfulfilled in Los Angeles.” 

He came back to Chicago to attempt a music 
career, but after years of frustration in bands, he was 
wary to continue. So he set off on a solo career. But 
something was missing.

Johnny Szymanski, keyboards —has powered through 
two indie-pop albums. 

Baylin says the band’s cohesive chemistry allows 
them to work quickly, both in the songwriting pro- 
cess and in the studio. But even after two albums, 
Baylin is anxious about the group’s future. Still, giv- 
ing up is never an option. 

“{Music] is something that I’ve always just really 
felt the happiest doing. I think that’s why I sang in 
my car all the time,” he said. “It just comes naturally 
to me and makes me feel good doing it. I don’t think 
it’s any deeper than that.”

One thing you can expect watching TNT's “Trust Me” 
is authenticity 

Eric McCormack, Tom Cavanagh and Monica 
Potter had at least some familiarity with the advertis- 
ing business before agreeing to star as co-workers in 
a fake Chicago ad agency in the comedy, which pre- 
mieres at 9 p,m, Monday after “The Closer,” 

They didn't work in an agency, but all three have 
filmed commercials, 

“I had a {Labatt} Blue Light campaign in Canada,” 
Cavanagh told reporters during a conference call, 
“The tag line was, Tf I wanted water, I would ask for 
water,' mocking ,„ the American beer alcohol content. 
It was a great acting experience,” 

McCormack did a series of spots for Labatt Dry, a 
beer that “died as quickly as the spots did,” he said 
Neither actor suffered the indignity Potter did 
in 1993, when she appeared on “Star Search” in the 
spokesmodel competition, 

“I sucked so bad, I lost the first round, and I only got three stars,” she said, 
“I was a horrible model,” 

The Cleveland native, who spent a year modeling and doing commercials in 


Chicago, got expert advice from her uncle. Bill Brokaw, a Cleveland advertis- 
ing executive who has worked on several familiar ad campaigns, including: 

• The Chuck Wagon Dog Food TV spots in which a dog chases a covered 
wagon before the wagon vanishes into a kitchen cupboard, 

• The Coors commercials with Raymond J, Johnson Jr,, who, if called 
“Johnson,” would reply: “You can call me Ray, or you can call me Jay, or ,„” 

“I remembered him telling stories when I was a kid,” Potter told me Friday 
during an interview at the Four Seasons, “I called him up and quizzed him,” 

All three stars relied on “Trust Me” creators Hunt Baldwin and John Coveny, 
who worked a combined 20 years at Leo Burnett and other Chicago advertis- 
ing agencies, 

“They've lived it, ,„ What we get from that is legitimacy and authenticity,” 
Cavanagh said, “We have a huge advantage. It's like doing a doctor show with 
a famous doctor— Spock? Is he famous?” 

Baldwin and Coveny tapped their Chicago connections for many of the 
show's ad props. Local agency Euro RSCG provided actual awards, trophies 
and posters, Euro's Erin Donohue told me in an e-mail. Viewers will see real 
advertisements, including ads Euro created for Chicago handbag designer 
Brigjd's Bags and for Effen vodka, 

“People in advertising work with products and talk about brands,” 
Coveny told the New York Times, “To say Acme' every other sentence 
can lose credibility''
